The competition which the people of At- 
lanta have long desired and which the 
consumers. have demanded is at last as- 
sured. 

The Atlanta Rallway and Power Com- 
pany has accepted the franchise giving it 
the right to operate an electric lighting 
ahd power plant for a term of twenty- 
. Ohe years. The formal acceptance was 
fied with Mayor Mims shortly after 3 
o‘clock yesterday afternoon. 

The work of putting in “a complete un- 
derground system of wires within the fire 
limits of the city will begin in the next 
few days. The company now has its 
plans and specifications prepared and 
these will be.submitted to the board of 
electrical control today for approval. 


Will Supply ‘Electricity Shortly.

Acceptance Resolution Adopted. 
The board of directors and stockholders 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, at. a meeting yesterday morning, 
‘adopted a resolution accepting the fran- 
chise.° This resolution was. introduced by 
Mr. 8. M. Inman and was unanimously 


ad by the board. 
e following is the resolution: 

Resolved, That the ordinance_passed by the 
mayor and general council of the city of At- 
lanta,‘and approved on April 22, 1901, grant- 
ing the Atlanta Rallway and Power Campa- 
ny permission to use the streets, alleys and 
public places within the inner fire limits of 
the city of Atlanta for the purpose of laying 
underground conduits, wires, ducts, etc,, and 
to use thre streets, alleys and public places 
without the inner fire limits for the erection 
of poles and the stringing of wires thereon, 
for supplying electricity for heat, light and 
er, and regulating the same, be, and the 
game is, hereby accepted, and the president 
and secretary of this. company are authorized 
to fle a ‘written acceptance thereof with the 
of said city of Atianta, said acceptance 
té be made in accordance with paragraph 9 
of section 2 of said ordinance, and shall cov-

Resolved, further, That the president of this 
corporation be, and he is, authorized to exe- 
cute such bonds as may be required under 
the terms of the ordihance aforesaid.

accept the franchise, were given due con- 
sideration by the board of directors. 
These petitions were presented to the di- 
rectors during the meeting held last 
Wednesday and are understood to have 
had considerable weight in the decision. 

: Lighting Machinery Installed. |

Short History of Franchise. 
The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany has been nearly two years in get- 
ting a franchise to operate an electric 
lighting plant. “The company filed an 
application for a grant with the .city 
council and after many ups and downs 
in that body the franchise was: finally 
passed, only to receive the yeto of Mayor 
Woodward. 
At ‘the beginning of the present year 
pa

photes and telegraphs... After giving the 
‘wiatter considerable. attention that com- 
mittee prepared an ordinance granting 
the company a franchise for a term of 
twenty-one years. The committee rec- 
ommended that the ordinance be adopted. 

It caused much discussion in council. 
Several of the “councilmen proposed 
amendments and the measure was finally 
passed with three of these tacked to it. 
The ordinance was now in the hands of 
the aldermanic board. Here, too, addi- 
tional amendments were proposed and 
for a time it appeared that the measure 
would be smothered with additional con- 
ditions, or else killed outright. 

Friénds of the ordinance came to the 
rescue and the paper was tabied. For 
nearly six weeks nothing was done about 
it, and then it was decided to make it a 
special] order for a certain day. On each 
aldermanic amendment proposed. the 
board stood 3 to 3; and the mayor was 
called in to break the deadiock. This was 
the first time he had been called upon 
to: break a. tie vote in the aldermanic 
board, as he is authorized to do by the 
new amendment to the city charter. 

Mayor Voted for It. 

The mayor voted against the amend- 
ments, and in the same shape that it 
passed the council it was voted upon. 
Again the board hung fire on a tie vote 
and again was the mayor called in to 
settle the matter. He voted for the fran- 
chise and it was declared passed. Alder- 
man Johnson, however, gave notice of a 
motion ~ reconsider the action taken, 
and this held the matter up until the next 
regular meeting of the board. 

At that meeting the motion to reconsid- 
er was lost, the mayor voting against it. 
The paper was then in shape for the ap- 
proval or veto of the mayor. Having 
voted for the ordinance, it was only to be 
expected that the mayor would not veto 
the paper. He had four days in which 
to exercise the nower vested in him. On 
Monday, April 22d, he approved the ordi- 
nance. 

The franchise was then up to the power 
company for acceptance’ or = réjection. 
Ten days it had in which to reach a de- 
cision. The time ‘limit expired today. 
If accepted, the company was required to 
file a bond for $40,000 as a guarantee of 
good faith, and an additional bond of 
$25,000 must be .filed to protect the city 
from. damages growing out of possible ac- 
cidents as a result of the operation of the 
electric light plant. 


OATH TAKEN BY MARTINELLI. 


Also Subscribes to the Papal Profes-.

Washington, May 2.—Cardinal Mart!- 
nelli took the oath of his new offic2 and 
subscribed to the profession of faith at 
the papal delevation today. The oath was 
administered by Monsignor Conaty, of 
the Catholic university, and witnessed 
by Mgr. Marchetti, the papal ablegate. 
The ceremony was private and was‘ ex- 
tremely simple. Among the provisions 
of the Oath are pledges on the part .of 
the cardinal that he will not resign his 
office, that he will not canvass for any- 
cne in the election of a new pape and thit 
he will maintain the right of the sover- 


jeign pontif€ to exercise temporal power.

Lincoln, Neb., May 2.—In a statement 
made today W. J. Bryan takes.Senator 
McLaurin, of South Carolina, to task for 
what he declares is his “political flop.’’ 
At the same time Mr. Bryan admits Sen- 
ator McLaurin’s action marks the begin- 
ning of a movement in the south which 
will have an influence upon the politics of 
the nation. He savs: 

“It is not likely that Mr. McLaurin will 
be the leader of the movement because 
he is handicapped by the fact that he is 
using his official position to misrepresent 
the views. and interests of his constitu- 
ents; but some leader will arise to give 
direction and force to the aristocratic 
and~* plutocratic element for which Mr. 
McLaurin spedks. There is such an ele- 
ment in every community and now that 
the race quéstion no longer unifies the 


white people of the southern states it| 


will doubtless manifest itse-f. 

“Senator Tillman has already taken up 
the gage of battle thrown down by Sen- 
ator McLaurin and will doubtless be able 
to marshal a considerable majority if 
that state; but the same influences are at 
work in other states where there is great- 
er danger of success, 

“The democratic sentiment is strong 
enough to resist and overcome the Me- 
Laurin movement, but those who believe 
that the man is more important that the 
dollar will have to bestir themselves.”’

The weather could rot have been fairer.

As the president alighted a squad of 
the cadets blew a fanfare on their French 
trumpets, the Louisiana Field artillery 
fired a national salute of twenty-one guns 
end the bells of the cathedral d all the 
churches in the quarter peeled out .their 
welcoming greeting. It was an inspiring 
moment. 

Up the stairway, past the Continental 
Guards, tihe- president and his party 
mounted into the crimson draped audi-.

“As in a dream, the visitors were 
carried back to the days long azo, when 
governors wf Spanish kings ruled here, 
and to that memcrable day, almost a 
century ago. when the Keys of the city 
of New Orleans were delivered up, in this 
very room, to Wilkinson and Claiborne.

STEAMSHIP DEAL OF MORGAN. 


Leylands Will Still Maintain a Line 
to Montreal. 

New York, May 2.—According to a pri- 
vate cablegram received here pete f - 
provision in the contract wetween J 
Morgan and Frederick Leyland ‘& co. 
gives the latter the right to continue to 
ply steamers between the Mersey and 
St. Lawrence. In all the remainder of 
the servicé the Leylands waive the con- 
trolling interest, including the newly ac- 
quired West Indian routes, and guaran- 
tee that they will not again enter the 
North Atlantic trade, except as it ap- 
plies to Quebec and Montreal, for the 
term of fourteen years. 

The cablegram also said that for five 
days the Leyland line held off for these 
concessions, insisting that they should 
be permitted to run their steamers to 
Portland, Me., if not Boston, during the 
time that navigation is closed by ice. A 
compromise was effected whereby  Port- 
land was omitted and the demand for a 
Canadian route granted. This means that

Blberton, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—The 
famous Dye will case was yesterday 
taken up before W. R. Little, of Carnes- 
Ville, auditor appointed by the superior 
court. When Dye died‘ he left a will in 
which he directed that all of his estate 
save a few small legacies go to negro 
children. H. K. Gairdner and J. H. Gro- 
gan were made executors. The estate 
‘amounted to $100,000. A strong effort was 
made to break the will, but without suc- 
cess. The executors employed Hon, W. 
M. Howdrd, ex-Judge Hamilton McWhor- 
ter, the late John P. Shannon, George C, 
Grogan and Judge P. P. Proffit to resist 
the effort to break the will. 
effort was made’to collect back taxes due 
the state and county, the fight being led 
by H. J. Brewer and J..N. Worley, -of 
Elberton, and M. P. Reese, of Washing- 
ton, - This effort also_failed. In all there 
were about fourteen suits against the es- 
tate and each one was won by the estate. 
Later both executors died in a short time 
of each other, and BD. B. Tate, of Elber- 
ton, was appointed administrator de bonis 
non. Mr. Tate cited the estates of the 
former executors to a settlement through 
his attorneys, I. C. Van Duzer and C. P. 
Harris, and the ordinary’s judgment was 
appealed to the superior court, where it 
was tried, carried to the supreme court, 
returned for a new trial and on sugges- 
tion of the supreme court that it was a 
ease for an auditor it hag been~referred 
to W. R. Little to be heard and the hear- 
ing is now going on.

One of the peculiar features of this 
litigation cropped out in a former hear- 
ing. It was known that Mr. Dye had 
considerable money. After his death La- 
cinda Dye, with whom he lived, found 
$40,000 sticking around in the cracks of 
the house. This amount she turned over 
to the executors. 

The life of the testator if written up 
wguid make an interesting story.

GEORGE GOULD MENACES 
VANDERBILT'S INTERESTS 


‘Union, Pacific Seems To Be Key to 


Situation, and Each Is Striv- 
ing To f@cure Control. 
Vanderbilt Is Ir- 
ritated.

New York. May 2.—From the current 
tremendous market movements in Union 
Pacific and Atchison stock, big advances 
occurring in each today, it became clear 
that a fight ig going on between great 
money interests over the establishments 
of trans-continental systems. 

It now appears that this fight centers 
around the plans of George J, Gould and 
E. H. Harriman to establish a vast net- 
work of roads from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific ocean, and William K. Vanderbilt 
and the Pennsylvania railroad people, 
seeing ‘what wad up, have made up thelr 
minds to frustrate them. 

With the Gould and Harriman people 
on the one hand are sald to be Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., who are identified with the 
Union Pacific management, while Mr. 
Morgan is believed to have lent his in- 
fluence to the Vanderbilt and Pennsyl- 
vania forces. 

The Rockefellers, who are identified 
with Mr. Gould in the Southwestern deal, 
are said to have stood aloof from the 
Union Pacific incident and to have done 
nothing which could be criticised by Mr. 
Morgan, with whom they are associated 
in many affairs. ‘ 

Following the discovery that Messrs. 
Gould and Harriman wanted to control 
the Union Pacific, carrying with it the 
Southern Pacific, it became plain that 
the Missouri Pacific and Illinois Central 
might be substituted for the Chicago and 
Northwestern as the eastern connection 
of the Union Pacific, thereby greatly in- 
juring the Vanderbilt position in the 
west. 

Vanderbilt Roused to Action. 

In order to protect the Northwestern 
and New York Central, William K. Van- 
derbilt started’ to accumulate a large 
amount of Union Pacific and Messrs. 
Gould and Harriman learning this, also 
bought enormous quantities of this stock. 

Meanwhile the Pennsylvania, having 
lost the Burlington to the Northern Pa- 
cific and Greag Nerthern, also had to fix 
up its western fences. It bought large 

tities of Atchison. This road gives a 
thropeh line to San Francisco out of 
Chicago. Good authorities assert that the 
Pennsylvania began buying Atchison 
stock many months ago, but did not think 
it was necessary to get.enough stock to 
exercise control, if need be, until the 
Gould and Burlingten deals developed. 

Now, it is asserted, both the New York 
Central and’ Pennsylvania, which entered 
into a close alliance two years ago, never 
had such need to. stand shoulder to 
shoulder as they have today. It igs be- 
lieved they are acting in close harmony 
in the matter of the control of the Union 


1 Pacific and Atchison. 


If the enormous buying of Union Pa-- 
cific ” secured control of that property 
in th’ interest of the Northwestern, New 
York Central and perhaps St. Paul, there: 
is no necessity for controlling the Atchi- 
son, but if the Union Pacific has been lost 
to Gould and Harriman the heavy ac- 
cumulation of Atchison today would indi- 
cate that that company is needed as an 
outlet to the Pacific coast for both the 
Pennsylvania and Vanderbilt lines, 

Serious Side to Fight. 

There is another serious side to the 
fight. The Pennsylvania has been trying 
to prevent the entrance of the Gould lines 
into Pittsburg. A recent dispatch from 
that city stated that the Whteling and 
Lake Erie would not be so extended, but 
that the Pennsylvania would alNow Mr. 
Gould favorable trackage rights over the 
Baltimore and Ohio. 

It is officially stated today t'fit this 
offer will not be accepted, but the Wheel- , 
ing road will be extended into Pittsburg 
as rapidly as possible. This will directly 
bring in both the Wabash and the Mis- 
souri Pacific, giving them a large ateel 
and iron tonnage. Mr. Carnegie, before 
selling cut to the steel trust, made a 
contract to deliver a vast amount of his 
tonnage. aggregating more than 1,000,000 
tons a year, to the Wheeling road. Mr. 
Carnegie was himself to build an inde- 
pendent line to tidewater, presumably at 
Baltimore. 

He is understood to have made ah order 
for the Western Maryland railroad. Now, 
it is asserted, Mr. Gould intends to carry 
out some such plan in order to prepare 
for any fight that he may have with the 
Pennsylvania. and Vanderbilt people. 

Mr. Gould has further irritated William 
K, Vanderbilt by planning an extension 
of the Wheeling road to the’vicinity of 
Cleveland, When the new link of the 
Wabash in northern Indiana and Ohio is 
bullt the Gould system will have a direct 
line from Cleveland té Chicago, parallel- 
ing the Lake Shore all the way. 

Fish Is Backing Gould. 

Mr. Gould's plans are furthered by the 
backing of Mr. Harriman and Stuyvesant 
Fish, who are the leading factors in the 
I}linois Central. The Ilinois Central has 
a drect line from Chicago to Sioux City 
and Omaha, furnishing a connection with 
the Union Pacific at the latter point. 

Several persons recalled today the sur- 
prise that Was expressed two years ago 
when the T[llinois Central announced its 
intention to build to Omaha. It -was 
thought at that time that the Illinois 
Central, a Harriman road, would sooner 
or later supplant the Northwestern as 
the eastern outlet of the Union Pacific, 
northern division, while the Missouri Pa- 
cifie is the outiet for the Kansas division 
of the Union Pacific.

Chicago, May 2.—Chicago capitalists an‘ 
millicns of Chicago money are to de- 
velop the resources of Mexico until the 
southern republic becomes one of the fac- 
tors in the world’s trade. Silver mines, 
supplying two-thirds of the silver of the 
world; coal] fields, hurdreds of miles in 
extent; great reaches of iron and other 
ore lands, thousands of acres of cottcen 
land and the great grazing lands dotted 
with cattle are to be made the objects 
cf the pulse of Chicago money. 

‘As a first step in this diraction, John 
J. Mitchell and Levi Z. Leiter have been 
elected to the directorate of the Mexican 
Central railroad. Bonded warehouses, 
heretofore unknown in the republic, are 
to be erected in the City of Mexico and 
Vera Cruz. Under the present methods 
the Mexican importer is compelled to pay 
duty on his goods the moment they are 
landed. In the..United States imports 
may be stored until they can most oppor- 
tunely be released and disposed of. The 
concession under which these great ware- 
houses will be erected grants the rights 
for forty years. Into this enterprise 
alone it is estimated that from 34,000,090 
to $5,000,000 of Chicago money will be 
placed. 

Plans have been formulated for devel- 
oping the great Mexican iron field at Du- 
rango and the coal deposits at Coahuila. 
Railroad facilities are to be provided 
where they are now lacking, and a total 
of $20,000,000 of money may represent the 
expenditures before the work is ccm- 
pleted.

EMPIRE 1S. UNABLE TO PA 


Enormous Indemnity That Has Been 
Demanded—Sum Fixed Repre- 
sents a Compromise—Von 
Waldersee’s Arrogance 
Angers Ministers.

Pekin, May 2.—At a meeting of the 
ministers yesterday thea report of the 
indemnity committee was read. Regard- 
ing the resources of China the report 
was very voluminous. It was practical- 
ly 4 repetition of Jameson's well-known 
pamphlet upon the subject. Sir Robert 
Hart offered suggestions similar to those 
already credited to him. It is ‘claimed 
that the revenues from all available 
sources will not allow China to pay the 
indemnity unless assistance is rendered. 

The next meeting will be -held next 
Tuesday. The subject of Count von 
Waldersee’s letter then will be taken up 
and a reply to it will be drafted. The 
ministers personally object to the tone 
of the letter. They claim that they 
know what they want without being 
told. They particularly object to any 
of the legation guards being under any 
authority except that of the ministers 
themselves. 

Sum Represents a Compromise. 


Washington, May 2.—The German and 
French ambassadors and Mr. Rogest- 
vensky, for the Russian ambassador, 
were among today’s callerg-on ‘Mr. Hill, 
acting secretary of state. The discus- 
sion was almost entirely on Chinese af- 
fairs. the press dispatches as to an agree- 
ment on $273,000,000 indemnity and on a 
change of custom dtties having excited 
considerable interest in official and dip- 
lomatic circles. None of the callers 
were able to confirm the reports, btit 
the opinion was general that-an agree- 
ment on indemnity has been reached. 
The prevailing view was that $273,000,000 
represented a compromise between thg 
minimum amount ureed by the United 
States and the maximum urged by other 
powers. The original total of claims 
amounted to a half billion doilars, so 
that the present total represents a scal- 
ing down of about 40 per cent. At this 
rate, the claim of the United States, 
which originally was about $25,000,000, 
would be cut to about $18,000,000. ae 

It is believed here that the hitch 
which is said to have arisen at Pekin 
over the proposition to increase the 
Chinese custom duties to meet the in- 
demnities demanded by the foreign pow- 
ers is caused by the broaching by Mr. 
Rockhill of his plan for the abolition 
of. the Likin duties as a condition for his 
acquiecence in the customs ~ increase. 
The United States government has in the 
past admitted a readiness to permit the 
Chinese to increase the customs rates 
providing there was no discriminating 
between the powers. Minister Wu says 
that the present 5 per cent is totally“in- 
adequate to provide a sinking furl for 
a new loan. 


Favor Increase of Duties. 


London, May 3.—Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to The Times from Pekin Wednesday, 
Says: 

“The indemnity committee favors a 
loan raised on the guarantee of all the 
powers. Its proposal to increase the 
maritime customs to 5 per cent ad valo- 
rem applies to import duties only and 
not to export. All the ministers of the 
powers, except the British, American 
and Japanese, favor an immediate in- 
crease to 10 per cent. The report which 
is based on somewhat imperfectly under- 
stood data, has been referred to the 
home governments.’’ 

“The reports of the secret combina- 
tion of disaffected elements in the Yang- 
tse provinces for the purpose of organ- 
izing general risings are receiving some 
confirmation,’’ says the Shanebhr! corre- 
spondent- of The Morning Post. “The 
British consul at Nankin telegraphs Mr, 
Brennan, the British consul in Shanghai, 
that the Nankin viceroy is very anxious 
about the Yang-tse movement, and he 
asks Mr. Brennan to assist the tao-taj 
to preserve order by holding the troops 
in readiness. 

“It is announced from a German source 
that the French have withdrawn their 
troops from Hwai-Lu to Pao Ting Fu, 
thus leaving the Germans in sole pos- 
session of all the passes into Shan Si.”’ 

Chinese and Russians Fight. 

Berlin, May 2.—A dispatch from Pekin 
dated May ist to The Kolnische Zeitung 
says that a bloody battle has occurred 
between the Russians and Chinese near 
Mukden. The Russians lost sixty in 
killed and wounded. Four Russian of- 
ficers were killed and among the 
wounded was General Zerpitzki.

EDWARDS’ MURDER AVENGED 


Three Negroes Are: Shot to Death 
Near Selma, Ala. 


OTHERS LEAVE THEIR HOMES 


Friends of the Deputy Sheriff Hunt 
Down His Slayers and 
Use Guns. 


Selma, Ala., May 2.—(Special.)—The kill- 
ing of Deputy Sheriff Joe Edwards last 
Sunday night in the house of John Daw- 
son, across the river; had its sequel late 
last night, when three negroes were killed 
by parties unknown near the samie place. 
The details of the killing are meager 
beyond the fact that Edward Mays, Dock 
Mays and Robert Dawson are dead, the 
latter ‘having been found in the big road 
and. the two former: in the house of 
Amelia Dawson, an old negro woman. 

Two negroes who live in the vicinity 
where the killing occurred, about. ten 
miles from Selma, rear the bridge over 
Soapstone creek, but who did not.see the 
shooting, eame to the city this morning, 
walking the distance, and reported that 
eve negro in the locality had run away. 
They, also. stated that Ben and_ Israel 
Dawson, uncles of the Dawson killed, 
started -to Selma on'the train’ from Mont- 
gomery, which passes’ there. They 
never reached Selma. They may have 
turned back, or may have been detain-d. 

Bob Dawson, one of the negroes who 
was on his way to Selma, was met by the 
parties who did the killing. Dawson was 
asked who was in the house of Amelia 
Dawson, and when he gave the informa- 
tion’ one of the party struck him on the 
side of the. head, splitting. his ear open. 
The party then went to the Dawson 
house, where Sheriff Edwards was killed, 
and there shot the. two. Mays to death- 
while sitting beside the fireplace.. Bob 
Dawson must have been found afterwards 
and shot, hfs body’. being left in the road 
where it fell.

Mr. Dessau’s Argument. 

Mr. Dessau opened .the argument for 
the defense, advocating the demurrer, the 
questions contained in which, he said, 
were clear-cut and unodbscured. 

“The first question,’’ Mr. Dessau said, 
‘is whether the treasurer can reply to 
a mandamus to compel him to perform a 
public duty, that the alleged duty is in 
vidlation of the law.” 

He then read a decision to the effect 
that ministerial officers charged by stat- 
ute with a’particular duty, may. urge the 
unconstitutionalty of the act as a de- 
fense to mandamus procedings to com- 
pel,the performance of a duty which they 
consider illegal. A decision of the United 
States supreme court to the effect that 
an unconstitutional law is void and binds 
was also read. The treasurer, 
he said, could not be bound by a bad law, 
but must be bound by the constitution

say that the attorney general’s advice 
shall be binding upon any of the officers 
of the executive department of the state.

-Would the _ treasurer 
have to pay.it? He could not. be made to 
pay out money which the constitution 
says shall not be paid out.” 
Constitution Prohibits It. 

Mr. Dessau next took up the constitu- 
tional provision with reference to the 
public property fund. He spoke of the 
impairment of the state’s credit aft@r 
the war and the necessity of taking steps 
to re-establish it on a firm basis. The 
constitution, he said, means just exactly 
what it says, and it was put there for the 
purpose of providing proper protection 
; for the creditors of the state. The fram- 
ers of the constitution used no surplus 
language. They meant to put every safe- 
guard around this public property fund 
and pledge it absolutely to the payment 
of the bonded debt of the state. They 
went so far as to specify the property, 
and to say that the proceds shall be ap- 
plied to the payment of the bonded debt, 
“and when money is applied to the pay- 
ment of anything, that’s a final use of 
the money.”’ 

‘“‘The constitution,” Mr. Dessau said, 
“is a plain instrument. It was made so 
for a purpose, because it had to be in- 
terpreted by the common people. When 
you interpret it from the bench you must 
interpret it as the farmer interprets it at 
the plow handles; as the blacksmith in- 


terpréts. it at a forge,’’

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The constitution, he said, goes further 
than setting this money aside to pay the 
bonded debt; it says the money shall not 
be used for any other purpose. 

‘We are told that this money can be 
drawn out of the treasury and paid to 
the teachers without being ‘used;’ and 
yet the very title of the act directing the 


| treasurer to do it says the money shall 


be ‘used’ to pay the teachers.”’ 

Mr. Dessau then read the act of 1897: 
drawing the conclusion that it contem- 
plated the “payment” of the money, and 
said that the only ‘‘use’’ that can be 
made of money is to pay. Paying it to 
the teachers, therefore, would be using it. 

“There is no contention on ouf part that 
the act of 1897 is unconstitutional; but 
our position is that. we cannot pay the 
warrants drawn under that act without 
invading the fund which the constitution 
says cannot be touched for any purpose: 
except to pay the bonded debt. It is un- 
fortunate, but it is not the treasurer’s 
fault that there is not enough money in 
the treasury to pay these warrants.” 


Debate in the Convention. 
Mr. Dessau read ‘several decisions re- 


quiring strict construction of constitu- 


tional provisions. Then he took up ‘the 
debate in the constitutional convention of 
1877 upon the paragraph relating to the 
public property fund. The question came 
up then as to what would be done with 


‘the seven or eight millions reteived from 
“the Western and Aflantic railroad, should 


it ‘be sold before the bonded debt was due. 
Mr. Hammond then argued against the 
provision, because he said the state might 
have millions of dollars on hand with 
which it could do nothing for a long 
term of years. 

“That is the very argument that is be- 
ing made today,” -Mr. Dessau said. “It 
was made then, but in spite of Mr. Ham- 
mond, the convention put.in that provi- 
sion-that this money should not be used 
for any other purpose than the payment 
of the bonded debt.”’ 

Mr. Dessau then argued that it.was the 
duty of the state to pay its debt even 
before it educates its children. 

Fund from Northeastern. 

Mr. Dessau next took up the question 
of the $200,000 derived from the sale of 
property acquired by the state since the 
adoption of the constitution of 1877— 
namely from the Northeastern railroad. 
That question, he said, had puzzled him’ 
no little. There were two funds, he said, 
and the attorney general contended that 
both of them could be ured under the 
act of 1897. In any event, it had been con- 
tended, the money from the Né@rtheastern 
railroad could be used without violation 
of the constitution. 

Mr. Dessau said he proposed to show 
that this $200,000 from the sale of that 
subsqquently acquired property, was cov- 
ered equally with the other fund, by this 
prohibitive provisica of the constitution. 
He stated briefly the history of the state’s 
connection with the Northeastern rail- 
road, showing how it had been acquired. 
He held that the words “any other 
property owned by the state,’’ in the con- 
stitutional provision, had a prospective 
operation, and that they covered any 
property owned then or afterwards to be 


owned and which the legisiature was | 


authorized to sell. 

Mr. Dessau concluded his argument 
shortly before 6 o’clock, and it was de- 
cided to adjourn until 10 o’clock this 
morning. “Mr. Dessau is engaged in the 
Camp Creek. cages in the United States 
court, but it wilf not ‘be necessary for him 
to attend Judge. Candler’s court, as he 
has concluded his part of the work for 
the present.
